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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  Selectmen  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  town  is  in 
excellent  financial  condition  and  the  improvement  in  its  financial 
position  and  the  reduction  of  town  debt  continues. 

The  Selectmen  had  been  more  and  more  aware  as  time  went  on  of 
the  development  of  inequities  in  the  assessments  throughout  the 
community  and  the  fact  that  the  percentage  of  Equalized  Valuation, 
which  is  so  important  a  part  of  the  distribution  of  costs  of  County 
Government  and  School  Districts,  might  well  be  subject  to 
substantial  change.  They  decided  that  it  was  necessary  to  review  and 
revise  wherever  necessary  all  assessments  within  the  town  and  this 
was  done  on  the  basis  of  establishing  assessments  at  one-third  of 
True  Value  arrived  at  on  conservative  appraisal.  This  did  result  in 
quite  a  few  changes  and  in  order  that  all  of  the  taxpayers  would  have 
the  opportunity  to  review  the  equity  of  the  new  assessments,  we  have 
included  in  this  year's  Town  Report  a  complete  listing. 

Related  to  the  reassessment  and  the  town's  financial  condition,  we 
thought  the  comparative  schedule  which  follows  this  report  would  be 
of  particular  interest  to  the  taxpayers.  We  have  taken  the  tax  rates 
and  percentage  of  True  Value  assessments  for  all  towns  in  the  area 
as  printed  in  the  PETERBOROUGH  TRANSCRIPT  last  year  and 
completed  the  comparison  on  the  basis  of  putting  each  town's  tax 
rate  on  a  100  percent  True  Value  basis.  You  will  note  that  this 
develops  some  very  interesting  comparative  data  and  that  Benning- 
ton's true  tax  level  is  the  lowest  of  any  town  in  this  area.  None  of  us 
enjoys  paying  taxes,  but  comparisons  of  this  sort  give  us  a  truer 
perspective  of  the  "tax  picture". 

When  the  Revenue  Sharing  allocation  formula  was  finally  re- 
ceived covering  the  Government  Fiscal  Year  July  1,  1973,  to  June  30, 
1974,  we  discovered  that  Bennington  had  suffered  a  drastic 
reduction.  After  considerable  work  with  both  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Office  and  the  Bureau  of  Census  and  with  the  assistance  of  Con- 
gressman Cleveland's  Office,  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  a 
correction  of  an  error  in  the  original  approach  but  payment  of  this 
revised  amount  will  be  delayed  until  late  in  the  year. 

The  State  Legislature  has  decreed  that  all  towns  must  have  a  Tax 
Map  supported  by  complete  tax  assessment  records  keyed  to  this 
complete  property  survey  map  by  the  year  1980.  This  will  be  a 
valuable  part  of  the  town's  records.  It  will  also  be  an  expensive 
project  and  the  Selectmen  will  probably  ask  the  Town  to  consider 
the  establishment  of  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  meet  this  need. 

The  Selectmen  and  the  town  did  share  one  very  difficult  problem 
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this  year  and  one  that  probably  will  be  with  us  for  some  time  to 
come.  In  the  late  summer  Stephen  Chase,  Jr.,  the  Police  Chief  since 
March  1970,  found  it  necessary  to  resign  because  of  ill  health. 
Because  of  the  growing  problems,  which  are  probably  not  peculiar  to 
Bennington,  requiring  greater  patrol  time,  particularly  in  the 
summer,  he  found  that  it  was  physically  impossible  to  work  at  his 
regular  occupation  and  put  in  the  hours  of  police  time  that  were 
necessary.  The  Selectmen  understood  this  difficulty,  want  to  express 
their  appreciation  and  thanks  for  the  long  hours  of  service  and  are 
aware  that  this  basic  problem  will  probably  grow  worse  rather  than 
better  as  time  goes  by.  It  becomes  more  and  more  obvious  that 
adequate  police  coverage  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  problem  and  to 
control  the  "street"  problems  are  becoming  beyond  the  physical 
capability  of  a  part-time  Chief  who  must  also  work  at  his  regular 
occupation. 

This  is  a  problem  which  is  going  to  require  different  approaches 
and  a  larger  budget  and  at  least  on  a  part-time  basis  for  the  summer 
the  use  of  some  trained  and  nearer  full-time  personnel.  Bernard 
Maillette,  who  had  been  Police  Chief  in  Henniker  quite  a  few  years 
ago,  volunteered  to  help  the  town  develop  the  necessary  tools  and 
manpower  to  meet  this  changing  situation  and  he  has  devoted  many 
hours  of  work,  all  of  which  have  been  donated  to  the  town.  The 
Police  Department,  because  of  these  growing  problems  already 
mentioned,  had  already  found  it  necessary  to  exceed  the  budget  and 
it  was  decided  that  additional  investment  in  equipment,  town-owned 
police  weapons,  a  telephone  answering  service,  etc.,  would  be 
required  to  meet  our  new  problems. 

It  became  evident  in  the  early  fall  that  in  order  to  have  the 
available  manpower  to  meet  this  cirsis,  a  police  vehicle  would  be 
necessary  and  Monadnock  Paper  Mills  purchased  a  used  police 
cruiser  from  the  Town  of  Hillsboro  and  donated  it  to  the  town  as  a 
temporary  solution.  However,  the  vehicle  had  already  been 
discarded  by  Hillsboro  and,  therefore,  the  Selectmen  have  included 
in  the  Warrant  a  proposal  regarding  a  replacement  vehicle. 

A  good  portion  of  the  Police  Department  expense  of  last  year 
represents  an  investment  in  the  future  and  it  is  hoped  that  a 
combination  of  a  Chief  of  Police  supported  by  the  usual  Specials  in 
the  off  season  and  augmented  by  more  help  during  the  summer 
months  will  enable  the  Department  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  citizens. 
The  Selectmen  are  convinced  that  Bennington's  problems  are  no 
different  from  those  of  the  surrounding  communities  and  that  we 
will  have  to  increase  the  town  budget  to  meet  those  needs. 

The  Selectmen  have  worked  closely  with  the  State  officials  in 
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charge  of  the  Federal  programs  for  aid  to  small  town  police  depart- 
ments and  have  been  assured  that  there  should  be  no  difficulty  in 
obtaining  40  percent  Federal  Aid  towards  the  acquisition  of  a 
replacement  police  cruiser  and  50  percent  aid  towards  the  added 
cost  of  a  man  to  help  during  the  summer  months  when  our  problems 
are  at  a  maximum.  This  aid  would  be  in  the  form  of  partial  reim- 
bursement providing  the  town  budgets  and  appropriates  the  suitable 
amounts.  The  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee  join  in 
recommending  that  we  take  these  forward  steps. 

The  Selectmen  estimate  that  the  effect  on  the  tax  rate  of  the  pro- 
posed increase  in  spending  in  1974  for  police  protection  —  including 
the  new  police  cruiser  —  is  as  follows:

G.E.P.  DODGE  LIBRARY 
TRUSTEE'S  REPORT 

The  G.E.P.  Dodge  Library  is  open  each  afternoon  except  Monday 
and  Sunday.  It  was  decided  to  close  the  library  on  Monday  in  order 
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to  save  fuel  by  having  the  building  closed  for  two  consecutive  days. 
The  hours  for  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  were  increased 
one  hour  daily  in  a  continued  effort  to  cooperate  with  Pierce  School. 

The  library  trustees  appreciate  the  use  the  children  of  Pierce 
School  are  making  of  the  library  as  a  resource  center.  It  is 
encouraging  to  notice  the  increase  in  the  number  of  books  being 
circulated. 

In  1973,  the  library  sponsored  its  Annual  Prize  Speaking  Contest. 
It  was  well  attended  and  an  enjoyable  activity  for  all. 

Because  of  vandalism,  the  library  trustees  were  forced  to  spend 
library  funds  for  repairs  and  extra  lighting.  A  new  tree  was 
purchased  to  replace  one  deliberately  destroyed  by  vandals.  The 
trustees  are  grateful  to  Mr.  Harry  Muhleman  and  some  local  boys 
for  planting  this  tree.  In  an  attempt  to  discourage  future  loitering 
and  defacing  of  the  library,  an  outdoor  light  has  been  installed.  The 
trustees  wish  this  money  spent  for  a  tree  and  lighting  could  have 
been  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

The  services  of  the  Bookmobile  have  continued  to  supplement  the 
local  supply  of  books.  The  Bookmobile  comes  to  Bennington  four 
times  a  year,  leaving  approximately  500  new  books  to  be  circulated 
for  a  period  of  three  months  —  or  :  >out  2000  new  books  annually. 

The  library  trustees  would  like  to  remind  the  patrons  of  the 
library  that  special  books,  both  fiction  and  non-fiction,  may  be 
obtained  from  the  State  Library:  Simply  ask  the  local  librarian  to 
make  the  request  for  the  specific  title.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Police  Department  in  1973  overspent  its  budget  by  approxi- 
mately $2,600.  The  overdraft  resulted  basically  from  overspending 
in  two  areas,  namely,  equipment  purchases  and  wages  spent  for 
extra  patrol  coverage.  Approximately  one-half  of  this  overspending 
occurred  when  it  became  necessary  to  immediately  buy  essential  law 
enforcement  equipment  of  a  non-recurring  nature.  The  additional 
wages  for  extra  patrol  coverage  made  up  most  of  the  balance  of 
overspending.  This  coverage  was  necessary  to  try  to  bring  under 
control  a  very  serious  noise  and  vandalism  problem  that  has  been 
plaguing  the  compact  area  of  the  town  for  several  years  and  was  re- 
quested by  the  Selectmen  in  the  early  spring.  This  problem, 
incidentally,  continues  with  us. 

The  budget  request  for  the  coming  year  reflects  a  sharp  increase 
in  spending  over  previous  years.  It  is  not  as  much  as  law 
enforcement  might  feel  fully  adequate,  but  instead  is  a  compromise 
worked  out  jointly  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Budget 
Committee  and  the  Police  Department.  If  these  funds  are  made 
available  to  law  enforcement,  as  well  as  favorable  action  on  the 
article  in  the  Warrant  to  purchase  a  new  police  cruiser,  it  certainly 
will  give  us  more  of  a  chance  to  control  our  most  serious  problem 
than  has  been  possible  in  prior  years.  Frankly,  to  restore  peace  and 
quiet  to  our  town  is  going  to  require  more  funds.  As  the  problem  is 
controlled,  substantial  funds  will  be  needed  annually  to  maintain 
this  peace  and  quiet. 

How  do  we  bring  this  problem  under  control?  Better  funding  and 
more  equipment  will  certainly  help.  The  response  and  sacrifice  of 
persons  like  Walter  Levesque,  David  Westaway,  Rick  Reed,  Jim 
Wood  and  others  to  become  Special  Police  Officers  should  not  be 
overlooked.  However,  the  most  pressing  need  is  for  each  individual 
taxpayer  to  be  ready  to  become  involved.  The  citizens  of  the  town 
must  act  to  advise  us  promptly  as  situations  or  troubles  are  about  to 
or  likely  to  happen.  Report  immediately  any  crime  you  see 
committed,  that  you  think  may  have  been  committed,  that  is  about 
to  happen,  or  any  suspicious  person,  act  or  thing. 

We  have  a  police  answering  service  that  may  be  reached  by  dialing 
464-5333.  Coverage  is  seven  days  a  week,  twenty-four  hours  a  day. 
The  answer  you  receive  will  be  correctly  received,  even  if  you  feel  you 
cannot  give  your  name,  and  immediately  passed  to  a  local  police 
officer,  if  available,  or  to  other  police  agencies  when  necessary.

Money  was  also  donated  to  the  Building  Fund. 

Did  not  get  much  done  on  the  new  station  this  year.  Everyone 
worked  too  hard  and  long  on  it  in  72,  a  few  men  can  do  only  so 
much.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

The  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service  is  represented  in  every 
town,  city  or  unorganized  place  in  our  state  by  the  forest  fire  warden. 
Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  an  outside  fire  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written  permission  of  the  fire 
warden.  Except  for  cooking  fires,  no  fire  can  be  kindled  between 
9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  unless  it  is  a  commercial  or  industrial  burn 
or  it  is  raining.  The  fire  warden  is  assisted  in  his  work  by  the  District 
Forest  Fire  Chief  who  works  for  the  Department  of  Resources  and 
Economic  Development  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Fire  prevention  was,  again  this  year,  the  most  important  part  of 
the  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job.  Fire  statistics  show  the  need  with  72 
percent  of  the  fires  caused  by  smoking,  debris  burning  and  children. 
Smokey  the  Bear  is  an  important  prevention  tool,  but  he  still  needs 
much  help  from  the  public.  Parents  should  warn  their  children  of 
the  hazards  of  playing  with  matches.  Children  tend  to  forget  that  a 
lighted  match  held  in  their  hand  is  a  potential  forest  fire.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

No  new  major  sub-divisions  were  proposed  during  1973.  The 
larger  sub-divisions  already  in  existence  progressed  nicely  and  the 
wisdom  of  the  town  in  adopting  sub-division  regulations  was  fully 
demonstrated  in  the  constructive  results  attained  in  working  with 
the  owners  of  Pine  Meadows  on  their  new  sub-division  road  layout  in 
North  Bennington.  Such  constructive  cooperation  in  making 
suitable  initial  road  layouts  and  construction  is  bound  to  be  of 
substantial  benefit  to  the  town  in  the  long  run.  There  were  a  few 
smaller  parcels  requiring  sub-division  approval  which  were 
processed  in  the  standard  manner  with  public  hearings  and  abutters 
present. 

A  questionnaire  was  distributed  at  the  time  of  last  year's  Town 
Meeting  and  47  were  completed  and  returned  to  the  Planning 
Board.  At  the  end  of  this  article  the  replies  to  that  questionnaire  are 
summarized.  While  it  is  always  dangerous  to  generalize,  it  would 
appear  without  much  question  that  the  citizens  who  took  the  trouble 
to  reply  to  the  questionnaire  are  anxious  to  maintain  the  advantages 
associated  with  a  small  town  of  the  rural  community,  uncrowded 
living  conditions,  peace  and  quiet,  and  controlled  and  constructive 
growth. 

The  Planning  Board,  after  careful  discussion  and  review  with  the 
Selectmen,  is  proposing  an  ordinance  at  the  upcoming  Town 
Meeting  intended  to  protect  the  property  owners,  the  townspeople 
and  the  potential  tenants  by  establishing  guidelines  related  to 
apartment  additions.  That  proposed  ordinance  is  included  in  the 
Town  Report  immediately  following  this  report  and  will  be  subject 
to  a  further  hearing  prior  to  the  Town  Meeting.  The  proposed 
ordinance  is  intended  tobenefit  all  of  the  townspeople  by  being  sure 
that  the  problems  of  safety,  traffic,  off-street  parking,  sewage,  etc., 
are  given  proper  consideration  when  such  additions  are  undertaken. 
It  is  also  drawn  up  in  such  a  way  as  to  protect  those  property  owners 
who  may  find  it  necessary  or  desirable  to  add  one  additional 
apartment  without  any  necessary  approval  for  in-laws,  parents, 
children  or  possibly  needed  additional  income.  In  addition,  it  is  not 
intended  to  prohibit  further  additional  apartments  providing  that 
all  of  the  necessary  considerations  for  the  good  of  the  town  are  to 
be  suitably  taken  care  of.  This  ordinance  would  only  apply  to  such 
changes  as  were  undertaken  after  its  adoption. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  comtemplated  Antrim-Bennington- 
Monadnock  Paper  Mills  joint  sewage  handling  plans  were  unable  to 
be  undertaken  because  of  all  of  the  reasons  outlined  in  last  year's 
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Town  Report,  the  Planning  Board  was  asked  to  review  and  make 
new  recommendations.  A  survey  is  being  conducted  as  to  the  sewage 
systems  available  or  in  use  at  each  of  the  various  homes  in  the  center 
of  town  and  we  would  greatly  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  everyone 
in  obtaining  this  basic  information.  No  porposed  solution  has 
developed  as  yet  and  a  public  hearing  or  hearings  will  be  held  when 
a  proposal  has  been  developed. 

We  hold  our  meetings  once  a  month  and  welcome  any  and  all 
ideas  that  you  as  townspeople  would  like  to  give  us.  Please  come  and 
voice  your  ideas.

PROPOSED  ORDINANCE 

To  promote  the  health,  safety,  convenience  and  general  welfare  of 
the  Town  of  Bennington  and  to  prevent  overcrowding  and  dis- 
proportionate density  of  population,  the  following  ordinance  is 
adopted: 

Additions  and  alterations  to  existing  buildings  to  provide  no  more 
than  one  additional  residential  unit  are  premitted.  Any  such 
addition  or  alteration  which  is  designed  to  provide  more  than  one 
additional  residential  unit  is  prohibited. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  Planning  Board  may  by  special 
exception  permit  additions  to  buildings  or  alterations  to  buildings  if 
in  its  judgment  it  finds  that  such  addition  or  alteration  will  not  cause 
overcrowding  or  disproportionate  density  of  population;  nor  create 
traffic  congestion,  fire  hazards  or  safety  hazards;  nor  tend  to  reduce 
the  value  of  surrounding  property;  and  that  adequate  sewage,  water 
and  off-street  parking  facilities  are  provided. 

Violations  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  Ten  Dollars.  Each  day  during  which  a  violation  is 
committed  may  be  deemed  to  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

This  ordinance  shall  apply  to  all  additions  and  alterations  which 
are  commenced  after  March  5,  1974.
